PlTTBBVRO, June 1.— Iiiniudiately after 
the opening prayer of the United Pn s- 
bsrteiian general nsstnibly y» sti rd.iy u 
meiQorial from the Woman.s HnffniKf 
SModstlon WW read and referred to the 
oommittss on tefomi. The considerii- 
tion of ths N|Mrt of ths ooDunittee on 
chan^ee in the home mlMion system was 
continueil. Tlie report introdnceH sev- 
eral new clauseH and amends others. 

After devotional service the report of 
the special ocnaigiittee on reports com- 
mittees of wtmsa's ft»«igB mlwlonary 
board sad a committee of ths ■■samMy. 
to detennine the relation of the 
w(»nan*8 hosrd to the other gsneral 
boards, and the aasembly was read. It 
reconmiended that the woman's board 
in auxiliary to the other boards. 

Mrs. CainDbell addressed the assembly 
on the snbject, and took occasion to de- 
fine the work done by the woman's 
board, and aoked the assembly to define 
ttiifl board's position, and what the word 
auxiliary means.

The cdiisiileiatioii of tlie assembly's 
committee km cliaiii,'fs in tbr liniiie nii.s- 
sion systfiii was uj^aiii taki ii nj), tinished 
and adojited. 

The report of the committee on sta- 
tistics was ne.xt taken broni ths dockft 
and aiijjroved. 

In the afteniiH>n the assembly's com" 
mittee un reforms reported on the 
report of tils stsading oommittss on re- 
forms.

Boston, Jtme 1.— Qeorge William 
Bond, senior partner in the wool broker- 
age firm of Gleorgs William Bond & 
Company, of this city, died Monday, 
agetl eighty years, eleven months. H(3 
was a remarkable expert in wools. >v A 
was twii-e emjiloyed by the I'liited 
States government to prejiare staiida' 1 
samples of wool for the use of custc .u 
house officers. His rejwrts upon the 
cliussitiration of wools are recognized as 
the highest authority on the subject. 

Harvard universitv coiifeiTed the hon- 
orary degree of A. M. upon him in 1^<74 
in recognition of "his public spirit and 
his thorough knowledge of wool grow- 
ing and wool manufacturing." 

During the civil war Mr. Bond was a 
prominent worker for the soldiers in 
camp and hosjiital. and was apiwinted 
by 'iovernor Andrew a bi>ecial agent to 
care for them and their famiUss. The 
deceased twice married and t WOS U I I SSac 
a daughter survive him. 

DISAST ROUS "w reck. 

A TnUa Jampa the Tmek WIMS San 
■Inc at • Bapid Rate. 

Deadwooo, 8. D., June 1.— A dis- 
astrous wreck occurred on the Dead- 
wood Central railroad yesterday, two 
miles from this city, which icsulted in 
the killing of .Tames Scott and the fatal 
injury of William Thomas. At the time 
of the wreck, coaches were tilled with 
passengers, most of whom escaped with 
minor wounds. The wreck was caoset. 
by frosty track, which canssd tiis train 

to slide. 

The train and its living freight slid 
down the gr.ide to its destruction at the 
rate of se\enty-five miles an hour 
Many i>f the passengers jninjied for their 
lives and received severe wouniis by f.iM 
ing on the sharji rocks. At the last re 
verse curve on the road the train jnni])ed 
the track and crushed into the rocks, 
complete wret-k. When search was 
made for the engineer, Tim Mahan, he 
was found pinned in the cuib by the 
wreckage, with hit hand on ths thrdt- 
tle, insensiUls, Ml alira.

The State Senate hu adopted moat of 

the article in the Corporation bill on 
banking. Its principal provisions are as 
follows : 

Xo bank shall become incorporated 
with a capital stock of less than $25,000. 
In cities having 60,000 or more popula 
tion the capital stock must not be less 
than $100,000. The articles of incorpora 
tion are to be signe<l by the persons 
thereto, and recorded in the County 
Clerk's offlce* and a copy filed in theoiBce 
of the Secretary of State and the Com 
missioner of the banking department 
Fifty per cent, of the capital stock must 
be paid in before tha bank begins busi- 
ness, and the remaining 60 per cent, must 
be paid in within one year. A bank can 
not take as security for a loan a lien 
on its capital stock, nor become the pur- 
chaser of any part of its capital stock 
unless such purchase shall be necessary 
to prevent loss on a debt previously con 
tracted. No one person shall own more 
than one-half of the capital stock of a 
bank. 

.\ bank can not own or h()Iil any real 
estate, except such as is necessary for the 
transaction of its business, for a longer 

perioil tliaii o year^ ; nor can any per- 
son become indebted to a bank in a sum 
exceeding 10 per cent, of its paid-up cap- 
ital, nnlesfi a mortgage is executed or 
good collateral pledged to secure the ex- 
cess, and in no event can a person be- 
come indebted to a bank in an amount 
exceeding 20 per cent, of the paid-up 
capital stock. 

In cities of a population of more than 
50,000 at least 25 per cent, of the deposits 
must always be kept on hand, and banks 
m smaller places must keep on hand at 
least 15 per cent, of the deposits. 

Banks are re.iuin-il to |)ublish at lea-^t 
four times a year statements of theif 
business sworn to by the President, cssh 
ier and three directors. One-tenth of 
the net profits are to be carried to a sur- 
plus fund until the surplus amounts to 
one-twentieth of the capital stock. 

Any officer of a bank who shall re- 
ceive or assent to the receiving of deposits 
after he knows the bank to be insolvent 
shall be individually liable for the deposit 
and also guilty of a felony, and on con- 
viction shall be punished by confinement 
in the penitentiaiy for not less than one 
nor more than tan years. 

No person can engage in the business 
of private banking without • paid up 
capital of at least $10,000, atid private 
banks are required to publish reports of 
their condition twice a year, and are re- 
sponsible the same as incorpooKad banks 
for violations of the law. 

Stockholds are made liable for the 
debts of a bank in an amount equal to 
the par value of their stock, in addition 
to ttie stock it.self. 

In the Senate yesterday the House bill 
to increase the rate of State taxation from 
42.! to 47^ centH on the $100 was defeated 
by failing to receive a Constitutional ma- 
jority. A motion to reconsider was en- 
tertained and it will be given another 
chance. 

Mr. .lones' resolution to adopt ex- 
Speakei Heed's method of counting a 
quorum was laid on the table. 

The chapter on " Personal Representa- 
tives " was passed by the Senate. 

In the House Mr. Dawson's bill mak- 
ing Trustees of private ,«rlu)ol,s ineligible 
to serve as Trustc^ of public schools was 
passed by a vote of 62 to 19. 

Mr. McKlroy's bill concerning " Elis- 
ors " was also passed. It providea that, 
in the absence of the SherifT, an elisor 
may be appointe<l, who may transact any 
business transacted by the Sherill", except 
to collect taxes. 

All amendments to the Senate substi- 
tute for the Redistricting bill were voted 
down, and the House by a vote of 5;} to 
24, refused to concur, and the bill was re- 
potted to the Senate in that 8ha{)e. 

The Hart Coal Oil bill came up and 
the vote resulted: yeas 12; nays 36. No 
quonim having voted, the. biirfell into 
the orders of the day. 

Mr. Stevenson's bill authorising School 
Trustees to levy a tax to build additions 
to public schools has passed. 

The Senate bill to prevent the adulter- 
ation of baking powders was amended 
with an emergency clause. The bill 
passed and a motion to reconsider was 
tablad.

Moscow, Jnna 1.— A deatrnctive fire 
brok* oat here ymtetdaj and threatened 
for a time to sweep tlirongh the dtjr. 

The fire deiiarhiicnt fniuid it imjwssible 
to stilxlue the flames and ftiw the prop- 
erty attiiekeil, as most of the houses 
were old. and burned with great rapidi- 
ty. It was decide*! to eiuleavt)r to eon- 
fine the conflagration and hasten the de- 
■trnction of the baming district This 
was done, devoting themselves to pre- 
venting the flames from extending. 
When the (ire had bamed itself out, 
three iitreetH, containing sixty lionses, 
were in ruins. 

During the hf i.L;ht of the coiiHaf^ration 
a rumor was started that the nihilists 
were endeavoring to destory the city.

The 
police added to the panic by attackinu;

the fire, and driving the people l)efore 
them by })lov. s and abuse. A number of 
persons wert anesttil. but it was found 
on investigatii 11 that there was not the 
dightest foundation for the report about 
the nihilists and that the only disorder 
was that create<l by the police. The 
Grand Duke Sftrj,nn». governor of the 
city, was perwinally present, observing 
the operations of the firemen, and also, 
it is said. dire<'tint; the police ia their 
violent course toward the people.
